FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE. 


The English Lose $5,000,000 Annually By It 
200,000 Animals Attacked Last Year. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 22. The reeent outbreak 
of the foot abd mouth disease in Kansas, Missouri 
and other Westeru States, and the, danger of its 
spreading through the entire country gives ad 


ditional interest to the statements received by 
the State R regarding the ruvages of 
this disease in England. Vice-Constr Tanner of 
Leige Verviers writes, regarding the spread of 
the foot and mouth disease among the English 
herds: I think no one ean find fault with me 
in placing the loss of the English farmers since 
the year 1880 at $5,000,000 per annum in their 
cattie and milk and cheese, not taking into ac- 
count veterinary attendange, The British farmer, 
taking advantage of his’ distress, has cried out 
that the disease was imported, some say from the 
United States, others from Fratice, in 1880. The 
truth is that this assertionis entirely wrong. 
France can look to her own case and defend her- 
self or not, as she pleases, but on behalt of the 
United States I will take it upon myself to assert, 
and I can prove the assertion, that the foot and 
mouth disease, that now rages to such an extent 
in England, existed there prior to the year 1876. 
This disease originated near Loudon, and has 
spread to a greater or less extent, In thirty-two 
English and five Welsh counties, as well as into 
certain portions of Scotland and Ireland. so that 
in one week the number of farms infected with 
fresh Outbreaks, and the number of animals at- 
tacked, has more than doubled. Nine per cent of 
the English taulures, ne says, in the past year has 
been those of farmers, though he adds thas the 
condition of. the stock resources of England has 
been considerably ameliorated by the “American 
craze for English catile,” paying as much for one 
bull as would buy a herd of American eattle, 
which would be as fine as the English cattle if the 
same care was given them, The number of an- 
mals attacked during the year 1883 has been, ac- 
cording to his report, considerably over 200,000, or 
nearly as many as in the entire four years pre- 
ceding this. Regarding the cause and possibility 
ofa cure he takes quite an alarming view, 
Saying: “In my opinion the diseases arise 
from various causes beyond control, and 
will continue and increase to such an alarming 
extent as to affect the entire European supply. 
The climate of Europe is very bad aud acts upon 
a soil that has been under cultivation for so long 
a time as to be exhausted of certain generating 
forces, and hence the forces required must be 
made up by artificial means hurtful to cattle and 
promotive of disease. The American demand for 
‘blooded catile’ has caused the English to force 
their cattle too much, and this unnatural forcing 
has contributed toward forcing disease. It is my 
Opinion, however, that the manures that have 
been used upon an impoverished soil are the 
principal factors in generating and propagating 
the various diseases with which the European 
herds are afflicted,”

John McCabe Short in His Accounts—

MeCabve 
was not authorized to receive money for the firm, 
but some time last vear he Was hard pushed for 
money aud forging a. check for?’ a 
large sum received money on k. This 
forgery he kept concealed by perpetrating 
others in time to cover it and  Iittle 
by little inereased the amouuts until he Nad taken 
over 82.000 on account of the firm. Mr. Dyas, one 
of the firm, was loth to speak about the matter 
this morning, saying that Mr. McCabe had beeu 
so unfortunate that the sympathy of the house 
had been extended to him, his errors had been 
condoned and they did vot want anything said 
about the matter. Mr. McCabe, he said, had had 
much sickness in his family. His wife kept a few 
boarders, but being attacked with diphtheria, 
was compelled to relinquisly them. The attack 
was 4 very severe one, and the medical expenses 
were quite large. When she recovered she at- 
tempted to assist her husband but was taken ill 
again and _ sojvery sick that it was pot thought 
she could live.

Sr. PATRICK’s DAY and parade received an in-

A 
prominent merchant, not of Irish extraction, ex- 
pressed the opinion that a citizen of the United 
States ought to place his citizenship and his 
adopted country above all else. A prominent 
politician of Irish extraction took exception to 
the remark and declared that Irishmen ,ouglht to 
be Irishmen first, and in the elaboration of his 
speech soundly rated a number of prominent 
speakers fer the small place they had given Ire- 
land in their addresses on an occasion set aside 
for lrish glorification. The banquet atmospbere 
was lurid and thiek with signs of war for 
awhile, but peace was restored without blood- 
shed. 


THE most careful stage managers sometimes 
overlook little things most patent to the audience 
and calculated to detract greatiy from the desired 
effect. The seenes in Fedora“ bave been acknow- 
ledged to be admirabie, but one night a light be- 
hind the scenes was so placed that the shadows 
of the members of the caste, as they took their 
last look in the mirror, and a final primp were 
thrown in bold relief on a side screen, 80 as to be 
plainly visible to half the audience. The atten- 
tion of the people around me was equally divided 
between the thrilling scenes on the stage and the 
comical figures op the screen. It wasa queer 
mixture of comedy and tragedy. 

I NOTICE that the furor for old-fashioned fold- 
ing and sealed envelopes, which swelldom bas 
been coquetting with for some time, has struck 
in on St. Louis society vigorously. In conse- 
quence, a stick of sealing wax, a candle, a stamp 
and a monogram crest or pretty design of some 
kind on it to press the Wax are necessary articies 
in areal swell writing outfit. The fashion is 
a pretty enough fancy, but it is too inconvenient 
and troublesome to last iong in this age. 


WHISTLING has generally been considered an 
indication of worthlessness when indulged in to 
any great extent, but a field has been opened now 
for the development and use of the art. Whist- 
ling concerts are the latest agony which has re- 
ceived the approbation of society leaders. If the 
adept in the art escapes death in practice and 
while displaying the accomplishment in public, 
there may be a chance of fame and fortune for a 
vast number of people who have hitherto beén 
considered nuisances. Most people will gladly 
attend the concerts on condition that the per- 
formers refrain whistling at all other times whea 
any one is around. 


THE WEEK ABROAD. 


ATTENTION has recently been called to the 
small compensation of the teachers in the primary 
schools of France, by the Minister of Primary In- 
struction, M. Paul Bert. By making education 
compulsory the number of pupilshas been vastly 
increased, and by making it entirely free and at 
the same time allowing the salaries of teachers to 
remain the same, their compensation has been re- 
ducei to a very low figure. As many as 2,000 
teachers receive from 600 to 700 francs a year, 
while there are nearly 80,000 who do not receive 
more than 1,000 francs. The teachers are becom- 
ing discontented, and the quality of the instruc- 
tion is greatly deteriorating, as it necessarily must 
when one can make more by manual labor than 
by teaching. M. Bert proposes to double all 
teachers’ salaries, thus briuging the lowest as high 
as 1,000 francs, or $200. 


EATERS of those greatest of French delicacies, 
truffies, are frightened at the report that ten gen- 
eral officers were made very iil after eating 
truffles at the Palais Royal Banquet. An investi- 
gation showed that the truffles were false, and a 
man has been arrested at Versailles for manufact- 
uring them aud for using a deleterious essence 
give them the proper perfume and flavor. All 
kinds of material, such as black cloth, blatkenea 
bread and potatoes and Turkish flour, are used in 
making the truffles. The municipal laboratory 
of Paris is examining specimens of truffles from 
all places where they are sold. 


THE sale of learned degrees is not a vice pe- 
culiar only to enterprising Americans. An ad- 
vertisement has been running in a London paper 
in which a certain doctor offered degrees in 
German and American universities. A gentleman 
who. answered the advertisement was offered a 
degree in a noted university for 25 guineas on his 
producing a Latin thesis or having on written for 
him. »Sbrewd bargaining brought the terms of 
the diploma man down to £10 without a thesis, 
The diploma mill has been broken up. 


A MOVEMENT which borders on the ssthetic 
and yet which bas already accomplished admir- 
able results has been inaugurated in London. A 
society called the Kyrie Society has deen 
founded for the purpose of bringing beauty into 
the lives of the poor by means of the decoration 
ol their homes and ciub rooms. Any society of 
workingmen who will notify the Kyrle of a de- 
sire to decorate ius meeting place will have it at- 
tended o in the most approved style. In the 


sawe way homes are beautined. The society has 


widened its work by arranging for popular con- 
certs at prices in accord with the means of the 
class of people which itis the purpose to culti- 
vate. The concerts are largely attended and the 
decoration proposition has met with many favor- 
able responses from work-people. | 


In the battles of the English with the Arabs in 
the Soudan the disproportionate number of cav- 
ad ry to infantry slain has been noticeable. The 

English cavairymen depend mainiy upon their 
weight, cohesion and impact for the effect on an 
enemy, and the only weapon used is the saber. 
In a fight with the fanatical followers of the 
Mahdi, in which men lie down and run the risk 
of being trampled updn to rise up behind and 
hamstring a horse, or in which long lances are 
pitted against sabers, the English cavalrymen 
are at a disadvantage. In the late civil war the 
principal weapons used by horsemen were the 
revolver and the carbine, and a war correspond- 
eut suggests that it would be well to arm the En- 
glish horseman with both, so that all advantage 
possessed by the Arab soldier in his long lance 
might be met and overcome before the opposing 
forces came to close quarters. 


THE terror that has been inspired bythe dis- 
content of the working classes: and the perpetra- 
tion of a few outrages in Austria appears to be 
out of all proportion to the eause, and this led to 
exceptionally severe measures on the part of the 
authorities. A private letter from Vienna which 
has been published in an English paper states 
that the newspapers are not permitted to publish 
arrests nor accounts of Socialist excesses. Every- 
thing is hushed up, aud noone knows what the 
mystery signifies. Men are arrested and expelled 
on the slightest suspicion. It is sufficient to ruin 
one to be a subscriber toa Socialist paper. Sus- 
pected persons are not even allowed to live: at 
Pesth, which has hitherto been considered a sort 
of refuge.

Julius Burkhaus of Louisville, Ky., Siemuna 
Manu of Cleveland, Ohio, Solomon Master of 
Indianapolis, Frank Biack of St. Louis, Emil 
Wortheimer of Pittsburg, Joseph Frounstiue, 
Joseph Abraham, Henry Stix; Max Isaacs, Muses 
Krohn, H. H. Marks aud Moritz Lota of Cincia- 
nati, have succveded in starting a colony success- 
fully. A meeting of the committee was heid nere 
this week, at Which measures were taken to push 
the matter of colonizing Hebrews on farms and 
to extend the operations of the committee. For 
this purpose the chairman was authorized to 
appoint a solicitor to expiain to Hebrews desiring 
to go on farms the methods of this agricuitural 
scheme.

How Cheap Oils are Mixed With Butter 
_-The Adulteration of Milk —Efforts of 
Dealers to Suppress it—Dudish Drivy- 
ers and Mashed Servant Girls. 


«The city fails to get value received for a large 
portion of the money whi®h is paid ior foods sup- 
plied to the various publie institutions,’ re- 
market an analytical chemist this morning to a 

post-DISPATCH reporter who was making an in- 

epection of his new labgratory. The reporter ex- 
pressed his surprise and asked for particulars. 

Tne chemist resumed the interesting subject, 

saying, “This city is, as all big cities are, a large 
_ purchaser of foods whose purity can only be de- 

rected by chemical analysis. It has no means of 
appiying this necessary test to what it buys, and 
thus It is imposed upon and made to pay very 
neavily for adulterants which at once swell the 
yolume and diminish the value of its purchases. 


No one of the city officials takes more interest in 
the matter*ol securing good value for the city’s 


money spent in food than does yr. 
Dean, Warden of the Hospital. The sick people 
omer lis charge, he very well knows, 
are as dependent upon good food 

proper * medicine for their recovery,

the cy had a laboratory of its own in which to 


apply a sentehſug test to dhe foods it buys, It 
hes none, however, and so, afew days ago. Dr. 
Dean, Who bad his doubis about the composition 
ete butter Which was being supplied to the 
jospiiai, sent me alone a couple of specimens to 
auaiyze, and the result I submited to nim iu a re- 
port as follows:

“Generally of lard, or any other 
common kind of fat worth about 10 cents 
4 pound. This bottle (producing a small 


vial half tilled with a clear. vellowish-tinted, 
oderiess Oil), contains a very common aduiterant 
of butter. It is a vegetabie extract Known as 
esam Olland its value is just about a dime a 
wound. We have analyzed butter here which con- 
ined 53 per cent of such cheap adulierants, so 
ven Wii See there is money in the business of 
aduicraiing butter. These cheap oils and fats are 
not wnheatthy, but When one buys butter at 25 to 
cents a pound, he ought io get what he pays 
joy. Lhat’s what Dr. Dean thinks at any rate.“

Without it 
ney would be obliged to trust entirely to the 
honor of the tarmers they buy from. As itis they 
uy trom them ali—irem the rogues 
: well as the honest. A dishonest 
Armer will Keep his milk up. to the staudard, 
weeause he knows directly it falls (o do so the 
fedler Chops him right cff without another word. 
Now, after the milk leaves the dealer there are 
several Ways lu which it can be stfbjected to adul- 
leration. The drivers might tamper with it be- 
ore delivering it. While it is on the door-step ot 
lie consumer interested parties might easily in- 
cifere With it, and even after it has been taken 
into the house itis not safe from artificial deter- 


ration. They guard agalust dis- 
honest practices on the part of 
ihe drivers by haviug a force ol 


deteciives whose duty is to go about the city, 
come upon the drivers here and there, and take 
Hen them samples of their milk and cream, 
Which are brought back to be tested. They know 
just what farmer’s milk they give to each driver, 
und by comparing the sample taken from the 
lurmer’s supply with that of the sample taken 
frou ihe driver they can at onee discoter whetier 
ite latter has been guilty of mixing the miik 
given him to distribute to their customers. From 
Line to time, too, the detectives lake saiples 
liom Lie door-steps of the houses aud even from 
the houses themselves.” 

“Who would bother interfering with the milk 
on the door-steps?” 

“Kival milkmen. Competition in the business 
is Very lively and all sorts of tricks are practiced 
by di. Vers to secure custom. It’s a verry common 
thing for a driver to adulterate another man’s 
deivered nilk with water, and even worse. I 
remember once that a driver received a number 
Oleooplaints from his customers to the effect 
ane milk and cream he delivered were con- 


mute by the presence of a very objec- 
iduable Kind of dairy product. He 
knew a rival was at work and 


one morning he discovered an opposition driver 
lolowing him up and dropping into the milk and 
cream: he had just left the filth which had been so 
ludigaanutly complained of.

CURIOSITIES OF NATURE, 


The Jumping Gail, the Acrobatic Bean, 
and Seeds that Explode. 
From the New York Sun. 


„Here is a curiosity,“ said a botanist. It 
was a little ball of wood or fibre that when 
held in the palm seemed enduwed with iife, 
rolling over and over and leapiug into the 
air. 

I've had people come to me with tnese,“ 
continued the speaker, and say they were 
bewitched. One man believed he had dis- 
covered spontaneous generation; another 
wrote an exhaustive paper which he tried to 
read at all the learned societies,showing that 
here was the beginning of both animai and 
plant life. In fact, the little gall, for that is 
what it is, has attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion. 

“So it is only a plant,“ said the reporter. 

“Not exacily a plant, but the unnatural 
growth of vegetable matter on trees, bushes 
or shrubs, caused by the secration in the 
bark of an insect egg that hatches and causes 
the growth. In this case, you see, the gall 
is little larger than a mustard seed.“ 

The gall is produced in this way: The 
eggs of a very small dark-eolvred insect, 
kuown as eynips, are deposited in the leaf, 
and from some secretion introduced into the 
wound, the vegetable matter entombs the 
insect in a ball of fibre separate from ‘tlie 
leaf, from which it finally drops. The 
larva's movements in restraint create the 
curious activity. 

There are many kinds of galls, and 
though they are injurious to trees, they are 
invaluabie to man, and are staple commodi- 
ties. The ordinary oak galls of commerce 
are made by aeynips. When they are green, 
blue or black the insect isin them, but 
when white it has escaped. 
eenter of the trade, and receives galls from 
Germany, Turkey, Egypt, China and Bom- 
bay. The galis are used for a variety of 
purposes. One sort of blasting powder is 
made of powdered galls and chlorate, but 
the most valuable productis ink. This is 
made from them almost entirely. 

Seeds often jump about in the same mys- 
ferious way. In Mexico strangers see a curi- 
ous seed known as devil’s bean, or jumping 
seed. In appearance it is asmall triangular 
body. The first time | saw these seeds I was 
sure that they were arranged with mechan- 
ical springs, asthey not only rolled about, 
but jumped several inches in the air. But 
open one of the seeds and the mystery is ex- 
phained, The shell is hollowed out, contain- 
ing nothing but a white larva that has eaten 
out nearly all the interior and lined it with 
silk, Its motions occasion the strange move- 
ments. 

Some seeds move by an entirely different 
process—that of exploding. A friend of 
mine got some seeds in India once and 
placed them on his cabin table. All at once 
came ap explosion like that of a revolver, 
and he received a blow on tie forehead that 
drew blood, while a looking-glass opposite 
was shattered. The seeds had become heat- 
ed, and all at once the covering exploded, 
scattering the seeds in all directions, That 
is their manner Of dispersal, and a large 
number of plants hayeasimilar method of 
scattering their seed.“

INTERESTING TREES. 


The trunk of asycamore, near New Ma- 
drid, is 43 feet in circumference, 

An oak in Barnwell County, S. C., meas- 
ures 24% feet in circumference 18 inches 
above the ground. 

A white oak tree on the premises of Amos 
Harvey of Mansfield, Burlington County, N. 
J., measures twenty-one feet in circumfer- 
ence. 

An apple tree in Mercer County, Ky., has 
borne fruit for 60 seasons without failing. 
Five feet from the ground its trui?k is ten 
feet and niné inches in circumference. 

A lemon tree on the farm of Thomas Ken- 
nedy, at Noonan’s Lake, Florida, nineteen 
rears old, has borne fruit eleven years, and 
— earned for its owner $106 in a single 
season, 

In the negro cemetery at Americus, Ga., is 
a cedar tree that was planted in a pitcher at 
the head of a grave ten years ago. It burst 
the bottum of thepitcher aud rooted in the 
earth. The piteher still encircles the bottom 
of the cedar, whieh is ten jeet high. 

The “Major Oak.“ near E lwinstowe, En- 
gland, fell before the recent gale there. Its 
trunk had a girth of 29 feet, and the circum- 
ference of the top was 240 feet. The hollow 
stem was used by picnic parties, and seven 
persons had, at one time, partaken of a meal 
init. It was known to have stood 700 years. 


Delos Hotchkiss of Marion, Conn., has an 
apple tree in his orchard that is supposed to 
be 175 years old. Its annual yield is about 
eighty-five busnels of apples. The eircum- 
ference of the trunk is sixteen feet near the 
ground. It bears fruit on five limbs one 
year, and on four different limbs the next 
year. Ia 1876 it bore fruit on all its limbs. 

The soft maple tree that was cut down on 
the White House grounds last December had 
mauy historic associations. President Lin- 
coln had a habit of stopping at this tree, 
when thoughtfuliy strolling about the 
grounds, and Uing atwigfrom it. Then 
he would take out his pocket knife and 
slowly whittle the stick as he walked on.

GREAT MILK PRODUCERS. 


Two Holstein Heifers Beating the Rec- 


ord—$25,000 for Cow and Calf, 
From a Newburgh, N. V., Letter. 


The two 3-year-old Holstein heifers, Ja- 
maicaand Ethelka, owned by Mr, John 
Mitchell of Meadowbrook Farm, six miles 
from this city, have beaten the record for 
milk production. A comparison of their 
yield of milk, made a few days ago,with the 
best previous record, that of Clothilde, a 3- 
year-old belonging to Smith & Powell, large 
importers at mild ge N. V., shows that 
both Jamaica and Etheika surpassed the 
yield of Clothilda, the former nearly doub- 
ling it. Since then both heifers have in- 
creased their yield so fast that Mr, Mitchell 
is astonished, and marvels at what the end 
is likely to be, Besides exceeding the best 
score tor 3-year-olds in milk production, Ja- 
maica has also produced in one week 26 
pounds aud 3 cunces of fine unsalted butter. 
fhe records are kept by Mr. Mitchell and his 
sons, and there is no question about their ac- 
curacy. 

‘Lhe statement beiow will show that both 
heifers have beaten the great cow, Aggie, 
owned by Smith & Powell, and which yieid- 
ed in one day 84 pounds and 12 ounces, and 
the still greater cow, Ondine, owned by G. 
S. Miller of Peterboro, N. Y., whieh gave 91 
pounds. The statement is for 31 days, end- 
ing Saturday, March 15. The yield is given 
in pounds and ounces:

Previous to the publication 
a few days ago of Jamaica’s one-day yield of 
103% pounds of milk, about 514% quarts, Mr. 
Mitchell was offered $15,000 for her and her 
three months old heifer calf, but since then 
a well-known breeder of fine stock has of- 
fered $25,000 for the heifer and calf. Mr. 
Mitchell says that he has also been offered 
$10,000 for the ealf alone. Both offers have 
been declined. Jamaica’s first offspring was 
a bull alf, and it was purenased by Mr. C. 
CU. Smith, a neighbor, at a small price. Since 
the great yield of its mother,. Mr. Smith has 
declined $1,000 for the veariiug bull.
